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Transform M Prodigal 
Mentality to- that of a/ Legitimate Son 

..."But when he came to himself, he said, 'How many of my father's hired servants have bread 
enough and to spare, and I perish with hunger! I will arise and go to my father, and will say to 
him, "Father, I have sinned against heaven and before you, and I am no longer worthy to be 
called your son. Make me like one of your hired servants."' Luke 15:11-19 (NKJV) 

Some of the people that found themselves in the "filling the stomach with the pods that the 
swine ate" kind of life today, were once upon a time exceedingly blessed while in the Father's 
presence. But along the line, they demanded for their own portions of the goods that fall to them. 
Having seen the riches of the wealth the Father has blessed them with, they felt they could then 
do and undo with or without God and therefore, decided to journey to a far country, a place they 
know nothing about. The son never knew how much the father's house meant to him until he left. 
Whenever any son of the father leaves the father's presence, such a person has no choice than to 
resort to a prodigal living of wasting whatsoever possession (health, riches, life, food, shelter etc.) 
the father has given him. The father's presence is such a place of absolute, provision, protection 
and Peace. These are some among the so many things we enjoy in the Father's presence: 

He who dwells in the shelter of the Most High will rest in the shadow of the Almighty. I will 
say of the LORD, "He is my refuge and my fortress, my God, in whom I trust." 

Surely he will save you from the fowler's snare and from the deadly pestilence. He will cover 
you with his feathers, and under his wings you will find refuge; his faithfulness will be your 
shield and rampart. 

You will not fear the terror of night, nor the arrow that flies by day, nor the pestilence that 
stalks in the darkness, nor the plague that destroys at midday. 

A thousand may fall at your side, ten thousand at your right hand, but it will not come near 
you. You will only observe with your eyes and see the punishment of the wicked. 

If you make the Most High your dwelling — even the LORD, who is my refuge — then no 
harm will befall you, no disaster will come nearyourtent. 

For he will command his angels concerning you to guard you in all your ways; they will lift you 
up in their hands, so that you will not strike your foot against a stone. You will tread upon the 
lion and the cobra; you will trample the great lion and the serpent. 

"Because he loves me," says the LORD, "I will rescue him; I will protect him, for he 
acknowledges my name. 

He will call upon me, and I will answer him; I will be with him in trouble, I will deliver him 
andhonorhim. 

With long life will I satisfy him and show him my salvation." Psalms 91:1-8 (NIV) 

When the severe famine arose in that foreign land, which is usually the case outside God's presence; the 
son went and joined himself to the citizen of that country; he simply went from frying pan to fire. Instead of 
been treated with compassion, he was abused to the level of a swine, with uttermost contempt and without 
regard for human life. This is usually how satan treats God's people. A cautionary note to take to heart is 
that; do not expect any help from the devil when you are in trouble. He will only worsen the situation. 





Funny enough, the son regarded such a 
treatment as the most honorable he ever 
received in life, as in since he would gladly 
have his stomach filled with the pods that 
the swine ate, even though no one gave him 
any human edibles to eat. May you never 
find your life in such a confounded mess in 
Jesus's Mighty Name. Amen. 

The greatest problem I discovered is 
not in leaving the father's presence, 
wasting all the possessions with prodigal 
living but in the mentality people usually 
come back with. One might thank God for 
the prodigal son's sudden change of mind 
when he came back to his senses to go back 
to his father. Unfortunately, he did that with 
an already damaged mindset, a very wrong 
attitudeto go backtothefather with. This is 
where most believers are getting it wrong. 
The difference between a repentant heart 
with a damaged mindset and an 
unrepentant heart is that the repentant 
heart can go back to the father's house. But 
the two hearts have so much in common; 
both of them will not enjoy the benefits of 
the father's house because all of them 
don't believe to deserve them. 

This scenario is not different from what 
is happening in the lives of most believers in 
the faith. They believed in the saving power 
of God but are never living in the reality of 
it. They are saved but seem to be more in 
bondage than in freedom. They live in 
perpetual feeling of condemnation and 
guilt. Although Jesus has redeemed and 
declared them righteous before God, they 
always believe they are not worthy, they 
are filthy, and they are such a useless mess 
who will only be free not in this world but in 
heaven. They are simply comfortable in 
their unworthiness mentality. 

Many of the so called genuine born 
again believers of our time are not healed 
of the injury of the prodigal mentality. 
They keep holding to the wrong notion of; 
God has not completely forgiven them, or 
God will only forgive them when they go 
to heaven. They keep holding unto a 
degraded mindset of feeling unworthy 
and useless before God. They believe that 
God has received them back but will not 
treat them as his sons and daughters 
because of what they did in the past. So 
they always go to God with the prodigal 
mentality, a shallow mindset of been a 
slave of slaves; full of inferiority complex. 
However, the only thing that could make 
God not to receive any of the lost sons 
back as his child is if that person refuses to 
go backto him in the first place. 




But the moment such a person goes 
back, the father takes him back and treats 
him with honor and with dignity. God 
treats his returned children as though they 
never sinned in their entire lives, in fact, 
with the most joyous reception. 

Listen to what the father said in Isaiah 
43:25: 

"I, even I, am He who blots out your 
transgressions for My own sake; and I 
will not rememberyour sins. NKJV 

Therefore, 

If we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just and will forgive us our sins and purify 
us from all unrighteousness. 

1 John 1:9 (NIV) 

When God forgives, He doesn't see the 
past sins of anyone anymore. In actual fact, 
God always sees you as a special image of 
His; a perfect new creature. 

Therefore, if anyone is in Christ, he is 
a new creation; old things have passed 
away; behold, all things have become 
new. Now all things are of God, who has 
reconciled us to Himself through Jesus 
Christ, and has given us the ministry of 
reconciliation, that is, that God was in 
Christ reconciling the world to Himself, 
not imputing their trespasses to them, 
and has committed to us the word of 
reconciliation. 

Now then, we are ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God were pleading 
through us: we implore you on Christ's 
behalf, be reconciled to God. For He made 
Him who knew no sin to be sin for us, that 
we might become the righteousness of 
Godin Him. 2 Corinthians 5:17-21 (NKJV) 

That was why the father's attitude to 
the returned prodigal son, even though 
with a damaged mind was so shocking to 
everyone, even his blood brother who 
supposed to rejoice for seeing his 
brother back. I couldn't believe what the 
father did compared to what many 
people believed the father would do. 
Many people believed the father would 
reject and denounce the son. But the 
fatherdid the unthinkable. 

. ..But when he was still a great way off, 
his father saw him and had compassion, 
and ran and fell on his neck and kissed 
him. And the son said to him, 'Father, I 
have sinned against heaven and in your 
sight, and am no longer worthy to be 
calledyourson. ' 




"But the father said to his servants, 
'Bring out the best robe and put it on 
him, and put a ring on his hand and 
sandals on his feet. And bring the fatted 
calf here and kill it, and let us eat and be 
merry; for this my son was dead and is 
alive again; he was lost and is found. ' 
And they began to be merry. 

Luke 15:20-24 

What would you say to this father after 
doing all these things to now start 
treating this returned son as a 
disrespectful and shameless sinner? I 
know you will call him a hypocrite father 
who never forgives. But surprisingly to 
the notion of so many people, this father 
was never interested in what the son did. 
Instead, he was overjoyed for seeing his 
son back. He didn't call him a sinner but a 
son. In fact when he saw him from afar, he 
left everything to go after him, fell on his 
neck and kissed him. When the son was 
trying to say his motive of coming back, I 
was surprised to see the father talking 
about something else. Guess what he 
said! 

... "But the father said to his servants, 
'Bring out the best robe and put it on 
him, and put a ring on his hand and 
sandals on his feet. And bring the fatted 
calf here and kill it, and let us eat and be 
merry; for this my son was dead and is 
alive again; he was lost and is found. ' 
And they began to be merry. 

Luke 15:22-24 

Wow! What a loving and 
compassionate father we have! 
Everything the father did to the prodigal 
son with this absurd mentality was out of 
his best; the same best treatment he 
could give to him if he had not sinned. 
This is the kind of God we serve. His loving 
kindles is limitless. 

The worst that the devil can do to you 
as a believer is to instill in you the thought 
of inferiority complex before God. Not 
having the ability to boldly stand before 
God without having any sense of guilt and 
condemnation. The damage of the 
prodigal mentality is worse than sin itself. 
Sin prevents you from having access to all 
your redemptive rights in Christ Jesus, 
but the prodigal mentality denies you 
from enjoying them even though they 
have been freely given to you in Christ. It 
is funny and absurd to be poor when you 
are rich, to be sick when you are healed, 
to be dead when you are alive? It is really 
disheartening. Stop giving room to this 
prodigal mentality any more. If you are in 
Christ, you are forever free in deed. 




Walking and living in the freedom you have in Christ Jesus 
must be your conscious effort. Jesus has set you free and has 
given you all the blessings you could ever need in this life and 
the one to come. You are a legitimate child of God. 

There is more revelation to what the Father wants you to 
know on this subject matter than I could write. The more I 
write, the more the revelations of the love of God I have. The 
eye of my understanding is been flooded with light that if I 
keep writing, it will become a very voluminous book. The 
father we have is wonderful in his love toward us. Therefore, I 
pray for you this prayer as Apostle Paul prayed for the 
Ephesians, with the utmost desire to see you develop a more 
intimate relationship with our Father, the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of Glory: 

For this reason [seeing the greatness of this plan by 
which you are built together in Christ], I bow my knees 
before the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, For Whom every 
family in heaven and on earth is named [that Father from 
Whom all fatherhood takes its title and derives its name]. 

May He grant you out of the rich treasury of His glory to 
be strengthened and reinforced with mighty power in the 
inner man by the [Holy] Spirit [Himself indwelling your 
innermost being and personality]. 

May Christ through your faith [actually] dwell (settle 
down, abide, make His permanent home) in your hearts! 
May you be rooted deep in love and founded securely on 
love. 

That you may have the power and be strong to 
apprehend and grasp with all the saints [God's devoted 
people, the experience of that love] what is the breadth and 
length and height and depth [of it]; 

[That you may really come] to know [practically, 
through experience for yourselves] the love of Christ, which 
far surpasses mere knowledge [without experience]; that 
you may be filled [through all your being] unto all the 
fullness of God [may have the richest measure of the divine 
Presence, and become a body wholly filled and flooded 
with God Himself]! 

Now to Him Who, by (in consequence of) the [action of 
His] power that is at work within us, is able to [carry out His 
purpose and] do superabundantly, far over and above all 
that we [dare] ask or think [infinitely beyond our highest 
prayers, desires, thoughts, hopes, or dreams] — 

To Him be glory in the church and in Christ Jesus 
throughout all generations forever and ever. Amen (so be it).
